MISSOURI STRONG 


ON GRAPE CULTURE 


CO LUM BIA, Mo.. 
March I.—Mis- 
.sour!, in years past one of the fore­ 
most states of the union in the grow­ 
ing of grapes and the production of 
wines, is about to take high rank 
as a grape state, according to II. C. 
Swart wont, of tile horticultural de­ 
partment of the University of Mis­ 
souri College of Agriculture here. In 
the last two or three years, thou­ 
sand. 
of acres 
of Missouri land, 
mostly in tho 
Ozark 
region, 
have 
been turned to the culture of grapes 
and the fruit is receiving great im­ 
petus iii all parts of tho state. 
This 
renewed interest in the crop is at- 
iributed largely to Hie general trend 
toward diversified farming and the 
crowing disposition, on the part of 
.Missouri farmers, to suspend exten­ 
sive growing of grain crops in sec­ 
tions where the soil is not well ad­ 
apted to such 
crops 
and 
supplant 
them with other crops suitable to 
the climate and soil of certain areas. 
During the quarter century from 
IS.'a* to 1875, grape culture was in its 
ase•■•ndeucy in Missouri, Air. Swart- 
v,out said. 
Between 1860 aud 1S70, 
it developed into a very important 
commercial 
industry, 
particularly 
along the Missouri river from St. 
Louis 
to 
Herman, 
in 
Gasconade 
county. 
In the year I STJ, Missouri 
produced more wino than any other 


state, with the exception of Califor­ 
nia, and for several years it main­ 
tained its position as a leading wine 
state. 
During this pe”^ 1 the crop 
was also grown on a large scale in 
southwest 
Missouri. 
About 
1875, 
however, the vineyards began to suc­ 
cumb to the effects of black rot and 
otb r diseases over which there was 
at that time no control. 
Of recent 
years, the culture of the crop has 
been 
comparatively 
negligible, ex­ 
cept in small, private vineyards. 
The Mississippi and Missouri river 
hills and the limestone soil of south 
.Missouri with porous, clay subsoils, 
are the best areas in the state for 
grape culture. Mr. Swart wont said. 
The present interest in, and culture 
of grapes is due to a considerable 
extent to tile experimental informa­ 
tion and cooperation of the experi­ 
ment station here, Mr. Swart wont 
said.

The Democrats are likewise at- 
I tempting, through the support of 
William Gibbs McAdoo, to be recog­ 
nized as a distinctive party in North 
Dakota and to ultimately send its 
committeemen to the National con­ 
vention instructed for McAdoo. 
Owing to the Non-partisan League 
faction which succedcd in captur­ 
ing the Republican party in 1017 and 
holding it until tho recall by state 
referendum of Governor 
Lynn 
J. 
Frazier, now United States Senator. 
in 1922, there are in the state today 
two main groups that have split the 
Republican party, thereby destroying 
its former formidability and offering 
what the Democrats say is a chance 
to carry the state in the November 
general election. These groups are: 
1. 
The Non-partisan League, und­ 
er the active leadership of Roy Fraz­ 
ier, who is supported by Senator 
Lynn J. Frazier. 
The Senator and 
Roy Frazier arc not related. 
With 
this group is associated the follow, 
ers of Poter McCumber, who was 
defeated for rc-election to the Unit­ 
ed States Senate by Senator Frazier.

Trade of The United States With The Tropics 


Big gains in oar imports from 
and exports to the tropical 
world. 
W e take its raw ma­ 
terials and foods and pay 
for them in the products of 
our factories. 


Trade of the United States with 
the tropical world has shown a re­ 
markable growth since the begin­ 
ning of the war. 
Whether or not 
it is because of the disarrangemeni 
of trade methods resulting from the 
w*ar, the opening of new* steamship 
routes by the Panama Canal, the 
increased activities of the automo­ 
bile for land transportation in the 
tropics, or even the increasing use 
of tropical products which followed 
prohibition, it is at least a fact, 
says the 
Trade 
Record of The 
National City Bank of New York, 
that our trade w'ith the tropics has 
increased 
approximately 
130% 
in 
value since 1913, while that with 
the non-tropical world increased but 
about 75% in the same period. 
With the dangers to sea-borne com­ 
merce which existed during the war. 
European countries gradually 
re­ 
duced their tropical imports for re- 
!xportation purposes, and as a result 
the 
United States developed 
her 
direct purchases from the tropical 
countries and at the same time in­ 
creased her direct sales to them. 
Considering as tropical or at least 


sub-tropical 
the 
American 
areas 
lying between northern Mexico and 
southern Brazil, the 
continent of 
Africa except the South 
African 
Union, and the countries and islands 
lying between northern India, the 
Philippine 
Islands, 
and 
central 
Australia, the number of political 
divisions 
with 
which 
we 
inter­ 
change 
merchandise — countries, 
colonies and islands—is 35. and our 
trade with them has grown from 
approximately $1,060,000,000 in 1913 
to about $2,447,000,000 in 1923. The 
total value of merchandise brought 
direct from the tropical world (in­ 
cluding our own tropical islands) 
advanced from approximately $640,- 
000,000 in 1913 to about $1,620,000,- 
000 in 1923, while the exports to 
these areas increased from -about 
$400,000,000 
in 
1913 
to approxi­ 
mately $330,000,000 in 1923. 
While a part of this apparent in­ 
crease, says the Trade Record, is 
probably due to the fact that cer­ 
tain tropical products prior to the 
war reached us from the European 
countries and were accredited 
to 
them in our trade statistics, it is 
quite apparent that our trade w'ith 
the tropics has enormously increas­ 
ed. Practically ail the tropical coun­ 
tries have increased the percentage 
which American products form of 
their 
imports. 
Our own 
official 
statistics 
show 
that our 
imports 
from Cuba advanced from $1 2d,000.-

000,000 in 1913 to $192,000,000 in 
1923. 
Our imports from India ad­ 
vanced from $5,000,000 in 1913 to 
$55,000,000 in 1923; and from Egypt 
an 
increase 
from 
$17,000,000 
to 
$39,000,000. 
Our 
imports 
from 
South 
America 
increased 
from* 
$198,259,000 in 1913 to $466,817,0* 
in 1923, and our exports to that 
continent from $146,515,000 to $269,- 
318,000. 
The big increases in our imports 
from the tropics occur in rubber, 
fibers, 
sugar, 
coffee, cacao, and 
fruits, and the gains in exports to 
that area consist chiefly of manu­ 
factures. 
This increase 
in 
our trade al 
the tropical 
world 
and especial­ 
ly in the market which it offers tor 
our manufactures is especially o 
interest, adds the Trade Record, 
view of the great possibilities of in­ 
creasing the producing and conse­ 
quent buying power of that part 
of the world. 
The tropical 
and 
sub-tropical 
belt, 
extending 
the 
world 
around 
between 
the 
30th 
parallels of north and south latitude, 
has over one third of the habitable 
land area of the world, much of 
it with far greater producing po\ve> 
per acre than that of the temper 
ate zones, and with the increasing 
exportation of its natural products 
which w'ould follow improved trans­ 
portation facilities by railways and 
automobiles would come an increas­ 
ed demand for the products of the

Mr. ( oolidge, it 
can be said with regret, has not been the 
president of all the people of the United 
States but rather has become the president 
of the republican party 
The lamentable 
lack 
of 
initiative in 
handling the situation that has developed 
in his cabinet, and the lack of coinage that 
he has displayed in 
meeting the 
emer­ 
gency as it should 
have 
been 
met, ha.s 
dam pened the ardor of very many of his 
own party who were 
enthusiastically for 
him immediately after his message to con­ 
gress im which it was thought he had set a 
new ma rk for the courageous handling of 
public questions. 
At the beginning ol the 
oil scandal and when the demands were 
insistent from republicans as well as demo­ 
crats th a t Mr. Denby retire from the cabi­ 
net, Mr. Coolidge publicly stated that he 
would not sacrifice any man under fire for 
his own personal benefit. 
This was taken 
at the time to mean th at he would not ac­ 
cept Mr. Denby’s resignation if it was ten­ 
dered. 
But a few days elapsed, however,

Den I a 
had 
committed 
no 
fault 
as 
secre­ 
tary of the navy, and if his acts as such 
were perfectly in accord 
with 
the high 
ethics of good government— as Mr. Cool­ 
idge 
said 
in 
his 
letter 
to 
the 
secretary in accepting the resignation— 
then why sacrifice him in response to the 
clamor of 
his 
party 
associates 
in the 
senate? 
As a m atter of fact, he sacrificed 
him because he believed that it was to his 
best interests as a candidate to do so and 
the high resolve that he made at the be­ 
ginning w’as forgotten in the fear ot pos­ 
sible defeat in his party convention. But 
no sooner was this 
done 
than Chairman 
Adams of the republican national commit­ 
tee issued a statement in which he criti­ 
cised the 
president 
for 
accepting the 
Denby resignation and demanding, prac­ 
tically, that he stand by Mr. Daugherty 
to 
the 
bitter 
end. 
This 
demand, 
coming from Mr. Adams, seems to have 
had its effect for we now’ find Mr. Cool­ 
idge in another quandry and with republi­ 
can senators urging the abandonment of 
Mr. Daugherty, and the boss of the party, 
in the person of Mr. Adams, telling him 
that he shall not do it, Mr. Coolidge has 
selected the middle ground and has permit­ 
ted it to be given out that Mr. Daugherty 
will remain in the cabinet 
until charges 
against him have 
been 
investigated and 
then he will retire 
whether 
he is found 
guilty or innocent of wrong- doing. 
This 
line of procedure probably to Mr. Coolidge 
means that he will offend neither element 
of the republicans— that 
element 
led by 
Mr. Adams nor that led by the senators 
who are foremost in the fight against the 
attorney general. 
Mr. Coolidge, in handl­ 
ing the m atter in this way, demonstrates 
rerv clearly several things. 
One of them 
Is that he has not the courage to stand bv 
his convictions and that he dare not act as 
duty demands in the present crisis, and an­ 
other is that his official a c t s are governed 
entirely, nut by the good of the nation as a 


\ whole, but by the exigencies of party poli- 
! tics— that, in fact, he is and has been since 
the oil scandal 
first 
developed, 
not the 
president of the 
United 
States 
but the 
president of a political party. 
It is a pity 
that this is true. 
Many of us had high 
hopes 
that 
Mr. Coolidge would demon­ 
strate real ability and real patriotism in 
the conduct of his office and that he would 
not permit his personal ambitions to inter­ 
fere with any public function. And a great 
many also believed that he possessed un­ 
usual courage and a fearless devotion to 
public duty. That the nation is disappoint­ 
ed goes without saying. 
W hat the results 
will be upon his candidacy, no one can tell 
now\ 
He probably will get the republican 
nomination for which he is working so 
hard but at the general election, the tac­ 
tics that he has employed will unquestion­ 
ably react and if the decocratic party se­ 
lect a leader truly in touch with the people 
I of the nation and thoroughly devoted to 
the principles of democracy; there can be 
little doubt that Mr. Coolidge will be de­ 
feated at the polls.
